
SHOOTING STAB'S STAKE. 



The first two weeks' summer meeting of the Chi* 
•ago Jockey Clnb, which is being rnn off at the 
Harlem race track, opened auspiciously yesterday 
with a large gathering on hand. The weather was 
•lear and sunshiny, but the track, owing to the re* 
•out heavy rains, was holding and heavy, being 
best along the inside rail, especially in the last 
quarter. 

The soggy condition of the course was responsi- 
ble for copious scratching, especially in the feature 
event of the day, The Competition Stakes, a dash 
of five and a half furlongs for two-ysar-olds, with 
$1,500 added. Of the eleven originally carded to 
start seven were scratched, and Esherin was an 
added starter, making a field of five. Watkins 
Overton, on his recent good showing, was made a 
6 to 5 shot, but ran a dull race and had all he could 
do to finish third. The winner turned up in Shoot- 
ing Star, which moved up fast after the first three 
furlongs had been run, and, getting a lucky open- 
ing at the head of the stretch, came through with 
a rush, winning easily by one and a half lengths 
from Esherin, which beat Watkins Overton a 
length for second place. Esherin finished strongly 
and was easily the best of all but the winner. 
Watkins Overton tired badly when the pinch came. 
Tom Cogan showed a sharp turn of speed, but was 
well beaten when a furlong out and simply could 
not concede the weight. Will .Shelly ran well for 
only a half mile. The stake was worth $2,070 to the 
winner. 

fetThe steeplechase had a ludicrous turn to it, Iceni 
winning simply because all the other starters fell. 
Iceni was hopelessly beaten off when approaching 
the ninth jump, but at this obstacle Queenship, 
Dagmar and Helen Paxton all fell, leaving him a 
virtual walkover. The jockeys on Dagmar and 
Helen Paxton remounted and rode them out for 
second and third money, finishing in the order 
named. Farrell fell over the fifth jump and Globe 
II. in stumbling over him unseated his jockey. 
Queenship hurt her back in the fall and may have 
to be destroyed. 

The most exciting finish of .the day occurred in the 
fifth race when Lucien Appleby beat Star Cotton, 
the outsider in the betting, a head on the post in a 
drive. Lucien Appleby was given a splendid ride, 
and it was really this that won the race. Star 
Cotton assumed the lead after the first half had 
been run and held Tit until just after turning for 
home, where Lucien Appleby moved up on even 
terms, the two fighting it out to the wire. Artena 
finished third six lengths back. She appeared to 
have a chance when a furlong out, but tired badly 
when the pinch came. Odnor was h keen contender 
for about seven furlongs. Favonius ran a dull race 
falling away well beaten after seven furlongs had 
been run. 

The day’s opener proved an easy thing for Duel- 
ist, which moved up fast on the leader, Lady Idris, 
when entering the last quarter, and assuming com- 
mand next to the inside rail, was never afterward 
in trouble, winning easily by three and one-half 
lengths from Lady Idris, which finished the same 
distance in front of Scorpio for second place. 
Scorpio showed speed for a half mile, but tired rap- 
idly in the last quarter. 

EGregor j s certainly la good mud track young- 
ster. winning the second race, a dash of five fur- 
longs, with consummate ease from Topsoil by one 
and a half lengths. The latter was urged out ail 
through the last quarter and had to be hustled in 
the last eighth to beat out Courage a length for 
second place. The latter showed early speed and a 
liking for the soft going. The race was strictly a 
three-horse affair throughout. 

Of a field of twelve mediocre three-year-olds in 
the sixth race Dodie S. proved to be far the best. 
She ran lapped on The Rabbit for a half mile and 
then came away with a bound, winning in a canter 
by eight lengths from Lucy Locket, which beat 
Belle of Minco one for second place.' , 



Ravensbury won the last race with ease by two 
and a half lengths from Ben Chance with Hayward 
Hunter an indifferent third. Beauty Book fell just 
before entering the last quarter. 

The track was drying out fast but will be slow 
and lumpy today at the best. 



LOCAL TURF GOSSIP. 



Jockey Taylor, who rode Farrell in the steeple- 
chase, sustained injuries when the horse fell that 
may keep him out of the saddle forever. Several 
doctors who examined closely into tke jockey’s con- 
dition stated that he had become paralyzed in his 
lower body. Taylor was taken to the Garfield Park 
Sanitarium, where he will be under the care of Dr. 
Harvey. 

The following rule was yesterday adopted by the 
Chicago Jockey Clnb: “ In all stakes where a 

horse or horses be added to the field, the positions 
of such horses at the post shall be determined by 
lot, without disturbing the relative positions of the 
other starters as assigned over night.” 

Jockey J. Baker, who rode Beauty Book in the 
closing race, appeared to have been seriously hurt 
when his mount fell, but beyond a shaking up it 
was found that he had sustained no injury. 

Jockey Hoar was fined $25 by starter Holtman 
for allowing his mount to break through the bar- 
rier in the second race. Jockey Ezell was sus- 
pended for three days by the starter for the same 
offense. 

Jockey Mathews was painfully injured about the 
back and sustained a sprained ankle when he 
tumbled off Ice King in the first race. He was 
later taken to the Garfield Park Sanitarium. Ice 
King was running in a contending position at the 
stretch head when his right fore tendon gave away 
and he stumbled, throwing Mathews. In an 
attempt to regain his feet the jockey was struck by 
one of the horses that had been outrun in the early 
stages. 

To the spectators in the stand it looked as if 
Queenship had broken her neck when she took the 
cropper at the Liverpool jump. Time and again 
she attempted to rise from the ground, but in each 
instance fell back with a groan. Dr. Keough was 
sent for by Mr. Tompkins to examine the mare with 
a view to her destruction if she was fatally injured* 
Dr. Keough reported, however, that there was a 
chance of saving the mare, as in bis opinion she 
had only wrenched her back and probably some 
muscles, but as for sustaining any fractures he was 
almost sure she had not. Mr. Tompkins later tele- 
phoned for an ambulance to assist in removing the 
mare to the stable. Jockey Johnston stated that 
Queenship swerved in going over the jump, and be- 
fore she could firmly plant her feet in the ground 
after clearing the obstacle Dagmar had struck and 
rolled over her. Helen Paxton also struck her 
when she got in the mix-up 



GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 



According to the figures given out by the Coney 
Island Jockey Club, this year’s Futurity will be 
worth almost $60,000, or nearly twice as much money 
as Yankee won last year. One hundred and seventy- 
six eligibles remain, including the Keene Stable’s 
Hurst Park, Injunction, Whitechapel, Dalesman, 
Duster, Prediction, Rigodon, Futurita, Biturica 
and others; the Haggin Stable’s Sir Voorhies, Miss 
Dorothy, Star and Garter, Amaryllis and Teddy- 
Mack; August Belmont’s Mizzen, Fire Eater, Lord 
of the Vale and Sailmaker; W. C. Whitney’s Miss 
Hamburg, Golden Girl, Payne and a filly by Med- 
dler— Lady Stylites; Harry Payne Whitney and H.

The “talent” is $500,000 ahead of the layers up to 
date on the New York racing season of 1902. This 
is the consensus of opinion of leading experts on 
racetrack speculation, not based on rumors of big 
individual winnings and losses, but on absolute 
knowledge of the finances of the betting ring. 

Abodt fifty bookmakers have had their bank rolls 
wiped out by the success of the public in picking 
winners. At the opening of the season there were 
110 layers in the regular betting ring, and the num- 
ber has now been reduced to seventy-five. Twenty 
of the 100 layers who began operations in the field 
last spring have been forced to quit. 

The average losses of the regular layers up to 
date are estimated at $4,000 each and of the out- 
siders at $1,000, making up the total of $500,000, 
which the public has won by backing its judgment. 

The betting this year has been the heaviest ever 
known on the eastern tracks. The amount of 
money which changes hands daily is about $300,000, 
being an average of about $3,000 for each of the 
regular layers and $1,000 for each book in the field. 
On days of big stake events these figures are 
doubled or trebled, and on Suburban Day they 
were more than quadrupled. 



Jockey Henry Spencer has announced definitely 
that he will ride in Austria next season. The con- 
tract- for him to sign is on the way. The owner of 
the stable is Baron Harkanyi, a millionaire of 
Austria, and the contract was mailed from Buda- 
pest recently. The salary the jockey will receive is 
$10,000, and, together with expenses and outside 
mounts, he is assured of an income of over $15,000. 
He will have to report about March 1, when the 
Austrian season opens. 



The horses of J. G. Follansbee and the Columbia 
Stable, as well as some smaller consignments, left 
Sheepshead Bay Sunday morning for Saratoga. 
The stable of Clarence H. Mackay, including Mexi- 
can, winner of the first half of the Produce Stakes, 
it had been intended should be shipped to the Spa 
July 80. Mr. Mackay sailed for Paris Satnrday. 
Owing to the death of the elder Mackay it is quite 
likely the Mackay colors will not be seen on the 
turf any more this season.

HARLEM STAKE ENTRIES. 



Entries for the ten additional stakes of the Har- 
lem Jockey Club that closed last week show that 
with a season of reasonably fair weather the best 
racing of the year is yet to come. Every performer 
with pretensions to good class is engaged in the fix- 
tures yet to be decided ; every stable of note is rep- 
resented and in numbers the nominations show a 
greater increase than were ever recorded for any 
stakes at any course. The ten summer and fall 
events drew last year a total of 317 nominations, 
while the same stakes this year attracted a list of 661 
entries, an increase of more than 100 per cent. Thi* 
remarkable circumstance indicates the eagerness 
of owners to offer their best for the sport that is so 
generously managed and patronized in Chicago 
this year. The two steeplechase stakes this year 
gathered seventy-nine nominations against forty- 
three a year ago, while the eight races on the flat 
average seventy-three each now as against thirty- 
four last summer. By the same token the class of 
racing as compared to last season should improve 
in proportion, the material being on hand and en 
gaged.

MI8HAPS OF STARTING. 

The following respecting some peculiar starts 
on the English turf are by Vigilant in the Pink ’Un : 
“It is not often that the stewards of a race meet- 
ing are troubled as they were at Ascot. It is easy 
to sit at borne, consider the evidence, read up the 
precedents and then form judgment ; but it is a very 
different thing when you have to act upon a diffi- 
cult question amidst considerable excitement, with-

give a prompt and correct decision, on which per- 
haps tenB of thousands of pounds are depending. 
This difficulty more particularly arose in connec- 
tion with the start for the Wokingham Stakes. It 
was one of the fiascos of Ascot, and, naturally, the 
starting gate was held responsible for it, more 
especially by those who are not aware that the 
same fiascos have arisen with the flag. When a 
starter is consulted, and he pronounces the start 
to have been good, the stewards, under similar cir- 
cumstances, have almost invariably acted upon 
that. Not that even in this the starter’s word is law. 
For instance, in connection with the Derby of 1862 
the starter declared the start to be a good one, 
but Lord Stamford objected to it on the ground 
that it had taken place inside the starting post, 
and the objection was overruled simply because it 
had not been lodged in time. But for that. Admiral 
Rous declared that either the race must have Deen 
declared void or run over again. In the case of the 
Wokingham Stakes, only part of the field got away, 
or could get away, and, in our opinion, Mr. Coven- 
try ought at once to have declared to the stewards 
that the gate had not worked properly. For the St. 
Leger of 1823 there were twenty-seven runners, and 
under the impression that a start had taken place, 
the whole lot, bar four insignificant animals, ran 
the course, and after a fine finish Carnival beat 
Barefoot by a head. The starter then declared that 
the lot had gone off without his signal, on which 
the stewards ordered that the race should be run 
over again. This time fifteen of the original 
starters did not take Dart in the race, and Barefoot, 
who had come in second on the first occasion, won. 

•‘The Wokingham Stakes fiasco had more partic- 
ularly its parallel in the Chesterfield Stakes at New- 
market in 1839, and the action of the stewards on 
that occasion favors the position taken up by Mr. 
Leopold Rothschild. One of the competitors for 
the Chesterfield Stakes was Crucifix, the property 
of Lord George Bentinck, who originated the flag 
system. After many false starts, there was some 
bungle with the flag, the same as at Ascot with the 
gate, and, as a result, all the lot with one exception 
ran, and for the only time in her life Crucifix came 
in second. Before the horses got back to the weigh- 
ing stand it was reported that the flag had not been 
down, and that it was ‘no start.’ Captain 
Rous immediately proceeded to the starting 
post, and on inquiry ascertained from Perron that, 
although he had given the word, it was no start, 
for that Merle had bolted instantly, and had not 
got off, for which reason he had not dropped his 
flag ! Two or three gentlemen declared that the flag 
up the course was down, but was instantly raised 
again. On this Captain Rous decided that it was 
‘no race,’ and the same lot went to the post as be- 
fore, bar Merle, which had caused all the trouble. 
In the first instance odds of 7 to 4 were laid on Cru- 
cifix, but for the second heat 2 to 1 was laid against 
her, and she won in a canter, Iris, which had won the 
first heat, this time taking second place. Crucifix, 
it should be remarked, won both the July Stakes 
and the Chesterfield. 

“One of the most extraordinary instances we ever 
knew of a ‘no race,’ but not having any bearing on 
the Wokingham Stakes incident, arose in connec- 
tion with the Lewes Handicap of 1867. The field 
was as good and large as nowadays we see for the 
Cesarewitch, seeing that such horses as Julius, 
Rama, Pearl Diver, Mandrake, Dr. Syntax, Knight 
Errant, Endsleigh, and Miss Havelock, ran for it. 
We were present on the first day of the meeting, 
but unfortunately not on the second, but we had all 
the particulars from an eye-witness, who declared 
that half the onlookers were under the impression 
that they had ‘got ’em agin’ when they saw for the 
same race three different finishes with three differ- 
ent sets of horses. In the first batch that came up the 
well-known Mandrake was first. Dr. Syntax second 
and Knight Errant third. Scarcely were their num- 
bers hoisted than up came the second lot, and the 
puzzled judge placed Pearl Diver first, Julius sec- 
ond and Rama third, and their numbers were also 
hoisted. Scarcely had he left the box than a third 
lot came, with Pirate Chief first. Miss Havelock 
second, and Maid of Masham filly third, but hav- 
ing left the box he did not take official cognizance 
of this placing. It transpired that after the field 
had gone some distance Endsleigh, which was lead- 
ing, had gone the wrong course, on which several 
of the jockeys pulled up, and retracing their steps, 
went another course. Killick, however, who was a 
lad of Drewett’s, whose horses were trained on the 
Lewes Downs, saw that they had not gone back far 
enough, and he with two or three others got into 
the right track and Pirate Chief, which he was rid- 
ing, would have got the race had the judge been in 
the box. The final race was won by Pearl Diver, 
with Mandrake second and Yixen third; Julius, 
Rama and several others not going to the post the 
second time.”
